If  there  ia  a  turu  m  tbe  roiul 
there  ia  mo-t  probably  a  steep  place  or  a 
gnlly  nt  the  si  le,  into  which  you  may  fly  off 
at  a  tangent.  Brakes  nre  a  good  thing, 
souieUnee,  but  better  than  that,  walk  down 
every  bill  of  which  you  c  in't  nee  the  bottom. 

Above  all,  if  you  wiah  to  have  a  good  time, 
(rent  everybody  couteoualy  on  the  road  and 
where  you  stop.  To  tbe  shame  of  the  cy- 
oliug  fraternity,  be  it  *aid,  there  are  aa 
mauy  ‘‘road  bogs"  on  wheels  as  iu  farm 
wagons.  If  you  meet  one  of  tbe  latter  class, 
let  him  imagine  he  owna  the  earth.  It  will 
do  him  good  and  do  you  no  barm.  It  ia 
better  to  dismount  than  to  be  run  over.  By 
s  soft  answer  yon  may  make  a  convert  to 
your  way  of  thiulriog;  by  bard  words,  never. 

A  aiugle  day's  rids  on  auy  roads  in  this 
vicinity  much  frequented  by  wheelmen  is 
enough  to  show  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
bicyclers  are  bitter  ngninst  tbe  drivers  of 
other  vehicles  for  violations  of  the  rnlee  of 
the  road,  there  are  n  auy  of  their  owu  kind 
who  seem  absolutely  unacquainted  with  tbe 
same  generally  recognized  rules.  Tbe  are 
road  hogs  among  tbe  wheelmen  themselves, 
even  in  some  of  tbe  regularly  orgnnized 
clubs.  The  instances  whan  they  make 
themselves  obuoxious  to  other  wheelmen  are 
happily  rare,  but  now  and  then  the  siugle 
rider  meets  a  party  of  club  men  riding  iu  a 
body  who  are  appereutly  uuwilleug  to  yield 
a  foot  of  tbe  road.  Tbe  rules  about 
meeting  and  passing  vehicles  are,  it  is  to  be 
Loped,  well  knowu  to  tbe  majority  of  bicy- 
clsre,  but  ru  es  arc,  it  must  be  admitted, 
often  broken  ou  the  road.  There  are  times 
when  it  is  impossible  to  preveut  breaking 
tbe  rules  of  tbe  road,  but  it  is  a  too  frequent 
occurrence  to  see  two  bicyclers  when  over¬ 
taking  a  carring  pass  on  different  sides  of 
the  vehicle  and  endanger  each  other  by  so 
doiug,  for  almost  any  boras  will  object  to 
such  a  foolish  proceeding.  Wjten  he  shies 
one  rider  or  tbe  other  will  surely  suffer. 
The  rules  of  keeping  to  tbe  right  wheu 
meeting  another  vehicle  aud  to  tbe  left 
when  overtaking  and  passing  it  are  simple 
enough  to  be  observed  ou  every  possible 
lion.
